Man Decides Life of Fugi- 
tive Not Worth While. 


London.—A_ grim sidelight on the 
old dietum that “There's No Place 
Like Home” was provided the éther 
day when a_ footsore, half-starved, 
wizened little old man presented him- 
self at the main gate of Broadmoor 
criminal lunatic asylum, near Wok- 
ingham, Berkshire, and demanded ad- 
mission. He said that he had “come 
back home te die.” 

Now visitors and casual “nuts” are 
not admitted at Broadmoor, for It is 
not an ordinary lunatic asylum. You 
have to. commit murder, get convict- 
ed, certified insane and obtain a spe- 
cial warrant from the home secretary 
for residence there “during his majes- 
ty’s pleasure” (which means “life,” 
without any chance of commutation). 

Visitor Insists. 

So the Broadmoor janitor Invited 
the applicant to run away home and 
play. But the visitor was insistent. 
He declared he was a properly quali- 
fled resident—in fact, a former res!- 
dent for whom there was a warrant 
He had escaped 89 years 


ago. 

The incredulous janitor telephoned 
for the local police to remove the man 
as a “lunatic” and, when this had 
been done, he was, in due course, ar- 
raigned at Wokingham police court on 
the charge of being a lunatic wander- 
ing abroad and not under proper re- 
straint. Then came the sensations, 

The man gave his name as James 
Kelly and explained that in July, 1883, 
he was sentenced to death at the Oid 
Bailey, London, for the murder of his 
wife. He was then twenty-three years 
old. He was under the delusion that 
his wife had been assoclating with 
other men, and in a fit of passion he 
stabbed her. A powerful insanity plea 
was entered by the famous criminal 
lawyer, Montague Williams (since 
dead), on his behalf, but was rejectéd 
by Judge and jury. The jury, however, 
added a recommendation to mercy 
which evidently impressed the home 
secretary of that time for a couple of 
days before thé date set for his execu- 
tion a reprieve was granted, and he 
was consigned to Broadmoor “during 
her majesty's pleasure’ (Queen Vie- 
toria then being on the throne of Eng- 
land). : . 

Kelly never settled down to spend- 
ing the remainder of his days at 
Broadmoor, for he did not feel Insane; 
and he harbored the grievance that 
he had been unjustly treated. He 
planned an escape, making a key to 
his cell and other implements in his 
Spare time, and on January 28, 1883, 
nearly five years after his incarcera- 
tion, Kelly quit Broadmoor. He sim- 
ply walked out of the asylum and dis- 
appeared. 

Later he made his way to a port on 
the east coast and spent some time 
working on the wharves and ships be- 
fore trying to quit the country alto- 
gether. At one port he had a narrow 
escape, for a policeman, seeing him 
working on a ship and detecting a 
likeness to the missing man, went on 
board for closer investigation. Kelly, 
however, saw him coming, slipped 
overboard and again disappeared. 

A few weeks later (he told the 
amazed Wokingham magistrates of 
1927) he secured a berth on a cross- 
channel boat and reached France. 
For a time he earned a_ precarious 
{lvelihood in the Montmartre district 
of Paris, but later returned to Eng- 
land unrecognized. He then went to 
Rotterdam and later became a séa- 
man, and as such traveled all over 
the world. 


Decides to Go “Home.” 


A month or so ago he was in New 
Orleans and decided to return “home” 
once and for all. He worked his pas- 
sage to Liverpool and thence tramped 
to Broadmoor, getting a few pence by 
doing odd jobs. But life had no fur 
ther attractions for him and he was 
obsessed with the fear of dying 
“alone.” - 8s he appliéd fer readmie- 
sion-to Broadmoor. 

“I have no friends and am al! alone 
in the world,” he said. “I have wan- 
dered all these years feeling that I 
am a fugitive who might be pounced 
on by any policeman I passed. I am 
getting feeble now from the continual 
fear and I dreaded the idea of dying 
all alone.” 

Police investigations verified Kelly's 
story, and Home Secretary Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, who was a -boy at 
school at the time of the crime and 
escape, has just signed a fresh war- 
rant committing Kelly to Broadmoor 
“during his majesty’s (King George's) 
pleasure.” 

The old man’s story created such 
an impression that an attempt is be- 
ing made to secure the king’s pardon 
for him, but Kelty says he doesn't 
want a pardon; he merely wants a 
definite place wherein to end his life.

Most Valuable Chinaman to 
, Warring Tong. 


Portland, Ore.—The lone member of 
the On Leong tong, whose body is be- 
Neved to be more valuable to a war- 
ring---tong- thefy~that of any ‘other: 
Chinaman in the world, is staying close 
in his little Fourth street shop these 
days. He is the only known On Leong 
in Portland. 

He sought seclusion as soon as word 
was brought to him of the bloody out- 
break of the On Leong-Hip Sing tong 
war in the East. 

He is repeating his practice of two 
years ago when he did not venture out 
of his shop for six months. 

In the East the On’ Leongs are 
wealthy but the local man is not—ex- 
cept to the Hip Sings. At ¢urrent 
prices for the heads of tong officials 
the lonely On Leong is worth about 
$10,000. : 

He speaks several languages, -and 
hence is an Interpreter. For a Hip 
Sing to kill an interpreter is to win 
$1,200. But that is only a beginning. 

Being the only man in the chapter, 
the On Leong must- be its president. 
vice president, secretary, treasurer and 
lay member. A president dead is 
worth $2,500, a vice president, $2,000; 
a secretary, $1,800; a treasurer, $1,500- 
and a lay member, $1,000. 

However, it seems unlikely that any 
Hip Sing will collect the $10,000. The 
Portland chapter ig also poor. The 
golden days of the open lottery and 
Chinese contract labor are gone. 

The Hip Sings also have a substan- 
tiai bond in the Chinese Peace society 
which says they will not fight. If they 
start anything the bond will be for- 
feit. 

All these things working together 
have caused members of the Hip Sing 
tong to make a request of a detictive 
tnat they know and trust. (They went 
to him {n a similar petilion at the out- 


break of the previous war), This was 


their request : : 

“Tel¥ the On Leong man to keep off 
the sireet. We de not wich treuble 
with him.. We de not wish to hart 
hiw.”

Germany Has Largest Single 
Group of Vetsrans. 


Paris.—Seven and one-half million 


survivors of the World war..are. ea-- 


roNed in various ex-service men’s as- 
sociations and veterans’ organizations 
throughout the world, according to un- 
official figures tabulated by the Fed- 
eration Interalliee des Anciens Com- 
battants, or Allied Legions, and pub- 
lished in the last edition of the Fidae 
bulletin, issued monthly from Federa- 
tion headquarters in Paris. 

Four and one-half million of these 
organized ex-service men reside in the 
countries allied against the central 
powers during the World war and 
3,000,000 are citizens of Germany, 
Austria, Hungary and Bulgaria. 

Uf the 4,500,000 in the allied coun- 
tries, 3,235,250 are affliated, through 
their national 6rganizations, with the 
tederation Interalllee des Anciens 
Combattants. 

Germany Has Largest. 

The largest single organization of 
ex-service men of the World war is 
in Germany. It is the State Assocla- 
tion of Former Warriors, numbering 
2,000,000 members. Seven other ex- 
service men’s associations in Germany 
have a total membership of 782,000 
members, 

France has the largest number of en- 
rolled veterans of any of the allied 
countries, its 14 associations of ex- 
service men having a total member- 
ship of 1,615,500. Eight of these 14 
associations, with a combined member- 
ship of 1,122,500, are affliated with the 
idac. The largest of these associa- 
tions is the National Union of Ex- 
Service Men (the Union Nationale des 
Combattants), with a roll of 400,000 
members, 

Italy comes third tn the number of 
its organized veterans, having 750,000. 
The majority of these gre members of 
the National. Aswociation of Italian Ex- 
Service Men, which is a part of the 
Fidac. 3 . 

650,000 In Legion. 

In the United States the one big as- 
sociation of ex-service men is the 
American Legion, also a member of 
the Fidac. The American Legion num- 
bers- approximately 650,000 members. 
Other associations in the' United 
States have 70,000 members, 

The British Legion, afflated with 
the Fidac, has 400,000 members: 

Belgium has 118,000 organized, ex- 


‘service men, of whom 107,000 are affil- 


ated with the Fidac. Their largest 
association is the National Federa- 
tion of Ex-Service Men, which repre- 
sents 56,000 members. “ 

Phere are 458,250 members of the 
nine ex-service associations in Poland, 
seven of which are members of the 
Fidac. 

Rumania also has nine associations 
with a total memberghip of 157,000. 
The largest organizatfon is that of the 
National Union of Ex-Service Men and 
it fs a member of the Fidac. 

In Czechoslovakia there {s a large 
division of ex-service men, there heing 
13 different national associations. 
Three of these associations, having a 
total membership of 2,500, are mem- 
bers of the Fidac. The remaining 10 
associations count 260,000 members. 

Austria has 142,800 enrolled ex- 
service men; Hungary, 70,000, and 
Bulgaria 40,000.

Investigating recent’ mysterious 
nocturnal noises in the garret of his 
hotel, C. W, Miller, Hanford hotelman, 
discovered that they proceeded from 
a nest of young owls, white, fuzzy and 
large eyed, lately hatched. The mother 
owl was away when the nestlings 
were captured, put in a box with a 
coarse screen in front, and placed 
near the nest. The wise oli owl, 
mindful of her duty to provide for her 
young, proceeded to forage for food 
and the first night after the birds were 
in captivity the parent owls laid ten 
squirrels in front of the cage, the sec- 
ond and third nights twenty each, and 
on the fourth night twelve squirrels 
were brought in through the skylight 
and laid before the box containing the 
three young owls. Miller supplied the 
young birds with their regular rations 
and they are already beginning to 
feather. He believes that.the mother 
has supplied evidence that the owl, of 
this variety, is a friend of the farmer 
in the removing of squirrels and will 
later turn the young ones loose to 
catch squirrels for themselves. 


Giles 8. Caldwell of Oakland, has 
been officially recognized as the out- 
standing hero of 1926. Before the as- 
sembled student body of the Univers- 
ity of California, he was awarded the 
Red Cross medal that once each year 
goes to the man performing the most 
singular feat in behalf of mankind. 
According to the citation, \Caldwell 
and a companion, Frank Perry, were 
at Stinson Beach on March 27, 1926. 
They heard screams for help from two 
girls who had ventured too far into 
the surf. Plunging into the water, 
the two swam out to the scene. Cald- 
well fought his way -to the shore 
through a treacherous surf with one 
of the girls, at the same time success- 
fully directing Perry in bringing tn 
the other. The girls were Jennie and 
Dorothy Walker of San Francisco. 
Dorothy was revived through first aid 
methods by Caliweli. He was unable 
to restore Hfe to Jennie. 


An old oxen yoke, used by the father 
of Mrs. Clara; Miller of Hammonton 
when he first came to California in 
1829, is to be given to the Marysville 
Parlor of Native Sons and will be 
placed in the old historic Wells Fargo 
office building at Timbuctoo along 
with other pioneer relics. The Native 
Daughters aided in the restoration of 
this old landmark, which stands on 
the Tahoe-Ukiah State Highway 
in the Yuba foothills, once a 
rich mining section. For a long time 
the old yoke was the property of 
Charles Wilbur of Sutter county, who 
died.last November and whe. before 
passing promised to give it to the Na- 
tive Sons as a memento of early days. 


A hitherto undiscovered earthquake 
fault has been found at the foot of 
the San Gabriel mountains, north of 
Claremont and Pomona and San Ber- 
nardino vaileys in Southern Callfor- 
nia by Rollin Eckis, honor student in 
geology at Pomona College. Eckis 
Was the first to prove the existence of 
the fault by the land forms and de- 
ductive method.
